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ANNUAL  CONTRIBUTIONS. 
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The  present  month  closes  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Board.  It  has  been 
financially  a year  of  great  perplexity  and  depression.  At  the  present 
writing,  (March  10th,)  the  Board  is  oppressed  by  a vast  debt  (estimated 
by  the  Treasurer  at  $85,000)  which  seems  inevitably  to  foreshadow  a large 
debt  to  be  reported  to  the  General  Assembly.  Multitudes  of  our  churches 
have  not  yet  been  heard  from  in  the  way  of  collections.  Some  take  a sin- 
gle collection,  and  then  divide  it  among  all  the  objects.  This  is  bad 
enough,  but  many  forward  none  at  all. 

It  is  not  the  amount  that  the  General  Assembly  insists  upon  so  much  as 
that  an  opportunity  shall  be  afforded  by  the  ministers  and  elders  for  the 
people  to  contribute.  It  is  feared  that  the  fault  is  not  so  much  with  the 
churches  as  the  Sessions,  in  not  furnishing  the  opportunity.  In  such  cases 
the  responsibility  must  fall  upon  the  leaders  of  the  congregation. 

It  is  very  true  that  “ times  are  hard,”  but  “ where  there  is  a will,  there 
is  a way.”  A contribution  has  come  in  to-day  of  $25  proceeds  of  sales 
“ of  eggs  of  poultry  raised  on  the  roof  of  a dwelling-house  on  Fourth  Ave- 
nue, New  York.”  How  hopeless  the  place,  how. hopeful  the  benevolence! 
The  people  in  our  congregations,  even  in  “ hard  times,”  are  often  more  ac- 
tive than  their  ministers  and  elders. 

Give  them  a chance — furnish  the  information  and  opportunity,  and  “ be 
not  faithless,  but  believing.” 
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CONTRIBUTIONS. 

We  publish  below  Overture  No.  12,  adopted  by  the  last  General  Assem- 
bly, to  which  the  earnest  attention  of  Churches  and  Presbyteries  is  invited : 

Overture  No.  12. — In  reference  to  increased  contributions  to  the  Church 
Boards.  The  Committee  recommended  the  following  deliverance : 

Within  the  bounds  of  the  General  Assembly  there  are  at  least  five  thou- 
sand churches ; and  last  year  there  were  eight  several  agencies  for  the  conduct 
of  its  evangelistic  work.  An  annual  collection  from  each  of  the  churches 
would  yield  forty  thousand  collections.  The  number  of  collections  last 
year  was  considerably  less  than  twenty  thousand.  For  want  of  larger  con- 
tributions, the  cause  of  Christ,  as  committed  to  our  Church,  is  suffering  in 
all  its  branches.  The  General  Assembly,  therefore,  affectionately  and  ear- 
nestly call  the  attention  of  church  sessions  and  of  the  people  to  the  great 
importance,  and  wherever  possible  to  the  necessity,  of  an  annual  collection 
in  every  church  for  each  of  the  objects  represented  by  the  Boards. 

The  Assembly  farther  exhort  and  urge  the  Presbyteries,  to  take  such 
action  as  may  secure  the  presentation  of  each  of  these  objects  once  a year 
to  each  of  the  churches  ; and  the  laying  before  them  of  the  condition  and 
needs  of  these  objects ; and  also  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  secure  an  an- 
nual contribution  to  each  of  them  by  every  member  of  the  church. 

The  Presbyteries  are  also  advised  and  urged,  at  their  stated  spring  meet- 
ings, to  ascertain  in  what  churches  within  their  several  bounds  these  ob- 
jects have  thus  been  presented,  and  in  all  cases  of  omission  to  ask  the  rea- 
sons therefor. 


GROUPING. 

The  Board  has  just  sent  to  the  Presbyteries  a Circular  containing  ques- 
tions, hoping  thereby  to  obtain  more  definite  information  respecting  the 
mission  fields  within  their  bounds,  and  the  possibility  of  grouping  them  in 
different  charges  so  as  to  secure  ministerial  labor.  The  attention  of  the 
Presbyteries  is  urgently  solicited  to  the  matter.  Is  it  not  the  chief  duty  of 
a Presbytery  to  secure  the  means  of  grace  to  such  destitute  and  needy 
fields  ? Within  the  bounds  of  all  our  Presbyteries  are  vacant  and  desti- 
tute places,  too  poor  singly  to  support  a minister,  which,  if  explored  and 
kindly  cared  for  and  grouped  together,  would  be  able  at  once  and  with  very 
little  aid  to  be  supplied.  The  Board  solicits  and  needs  all  information  at- 
tainable to  guide  in  the  wisest  distribution  of  the  men  and  means  contri- 
buted by  the  church. 

Grouping  has  become  indispensable  for  mutual  relief,  and  can  only  be 
secured  through  the  faithfulness  of  Presbytery. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  times,  and  the  burdened  condition  of  the 
Board’s  treasury  suggest  the  necessity  of  the  union  for  help  and  strength 
of  feeble  fields. 
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The  obstacles  in  the  way  are  the  strong  and  natural  desire  of  the  people 
for  the  whole  time  of  a minister,  and  of  the  minister  for  a settled  home. 
The  prejudices  of  neighborhoods  often  raise  up  barriers.  The  power  of 
the  Presbytery  must  overcome  all  these  hindrances  if  the  great  work  of 
evangelizing  the  land  is  ever  to  be  accomplished.  More  “ circuit-riding,” 
or  Gospel  on  horseback  is  required  by  the  scattered  state  of  population  in 
many  parts  of  the  country. 


STUDENTS. 

The  Board,  owing  to  its  great  indebtedness,  has  resolved  not  to  employ 
any  vacation  labor  this  year. 


CHINESE. 

"We  are  thankful  that  the  President  had  grace  and  strength  to  veto  the 
“Anti-Chinese  bill.”  These  people  are  largely  welcomed  by  the  village 
and  agricultural  populations  of  the  Pacific  coast.  They  furnish  good  ser- 
vice to  relieve  the  endless  weariness  of  house-keeping  and  farming.  The 
better  classes  seek  the  quiet  and  law-abiding  rural  districts.  They  are 
temperate,  industrious,  and  frugal.  It  is  in  the  cities,  and  chiefly  in  the 
metropolis,  San  Francisco,  that  their  presence  irritates,  and  in  such  places 
the  worst  of  such  immigrants  are  found.  The  morals  of  the  Chinese  are 
more  likely  to  be  improved  in  the  country,  and  hence  the  work  of  the  mis- 
sionaries of  the  Home  Board  in  villages  and  country  congregations  has  al- 
ways been  so  fruitful  of  good  to  this  people.

HINDERANCES. 

A nnmber  of  the  female  members  have  become  interested  in  the  female 
temperance  organizations  and  other  things  of  the  same  kind.  The  ten- 
dency has  been  to  divide  the  stream,  and  we  fear  to  divide  and  decrease  it3 
strength  in  the  church  itself.  It  is  possible  some  of  us  think  that  the  ten- 
dency of  some  is  to  exalt  voluntary  and  independent  organizations  for  even 
Christian  effort  at  this  time,  and  that  a reaction  towards  High  Church 
Presbyterianism  may  be  needful  yet.  Akin  to  this  is  the  tendency  among 
many  in  the  community  to  look  to  evangelists,  so  called,  which  come 
among  us  unbidden,  and  feel  they  have  a call  to  do  something  for  the 
Master  as  they  say.  The  country  villages  like  ours  all  being  overrun  by 
a flood  of  these  tenth-rate  evangelists,  whose  greatest  recommendation  is, 
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bad  grammar,  worse  theology,  impertinence  and  general  decrial  of  the 
churches  and  regular  ministers,  etc.,  ad  infinitum.  They  say  lo  here , lo 
there,  and  tend  to  unsettle  the  people  whom  the  Church  and  its  exercises 
might  reach  and  profit. 

My  report  has  been  delayed  somewhat  by  financial  pressure  among  some 
of  the  most  willing  of  our  members.  The  truth  is  that  this  church  has 
been  feeling  the  distress  more  in  the  last  six  months  than  ever  before. 
The  truth  is  they  are  making  the  heaviest  sacrifices  to  maintain  them- 
selves and  the  means  of  grace.  They  have  been  waiting  and  hoping  for 
better  things,  but  hope  has  been  deferred  again  and  again.

INDIAN  WORK. 

“ Puyallup  Indian  Reservation,”  New  Tacoma,  W.  T.,  Jan.  Ath,  1879. 

Since  I last  wrote  you  I have  had  over  twenty  additions  to  our  Indian 
church,  and  the  good  work  is  still  going  forward ; not  only  this,  but  our 
people  are  much  more  spiritual,  intelligent  and  provident,  and  truly  the 
Lord’s  words  are  verified  among  these  Indians  where  He  said : “ Seek  ye 
first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  his  righteousness,  and  all  these  things  shall 
be  added  unto  you,”  because  God  has  also  blessed  my  people  temporarily, 
and  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  has  encouraged  them  to  do  for  themselves, 
working  with  their  own  hands.  My  success  is  in  a great  measure  due  to 
my  excellent  and  untiring  interpreter,  for  whose  benefit  the  Home  Mission 
Board  has  made  an  appropriation  of  $100  per  annum.  He  has  stood  by  me 
faithfully,  and  he  has  been  zealous  as  well  as  competent  in  his  work.  He 
has  the  confidence  of  the  whole  tribe.  For  three  months,  since  the  expira- 
tion of  his  appropriation,  he  has  given  his  services  gratuitously.  I told 
my  people#of  the  hard  times  among  their  white  brethren  and  the  straitened 
circumstances  of  the  Board,  and  they  concluded  to  be  self-sustaining,  by 
raising  the  sum  of  $150  among  themselves,  an  increase  of  $50  above  what 
the  Board  appropriated  last  year.  They  said  that  they  could  do  without 
many  things,  but  they  could  no  longer  exist  or  do  without  the  preaching 
of  the  word  of  God.  I have  long  hesitated  as  to  whether  I should  renew 
my  application  for  a commission  for  my  interpreter  or  not,  but  my  church 
comes  opportunely  to  my  relief,  showing  that  the  people  of  God,  who  love 
His  word,  are  not  loth  to  do  their  best  when  the  pastors  have  faith  in  them, 
and  intelligently  and  warmly  present  the  subject  of  self-support  to  their  peo- 
ple. I have  also  delayed  writing  my  report  so  as  not  to  trouble  you  with 
feeling  that  you  owe  us  money,  and  none  in  the  treasury  wherewith  to  pay. 
I have  of  my  own  funds  advanced  the  last  two  quarters’  salary  to  my  in- 
terpreter so  as  not  to  discourage  him  nor  inconvenience  the  Board.  For 
a long  time  we  have  felt  the  necessity  of  having  a house  of  worship  of  our 
own,  the  present  place  of  worship,  the  government  school  building,  is  too 
small  and  too  remote  from  the  greater  portion  of  our  people’s  homes,  and 
we  have  therefore  taken  steps  towards  building  a church  in  accordance 
with  our  requirements.  On  two  Sundays  we  raised,  by  subscription,  the 
sum  of  $200  of  the  $500  which  is  proposed  to  be  raised  for  that  purpose 
among  ourselves.  We  may  ask  our  white  friends  for  a little  help  at  least, 
but  we  are  trying  to  see  how  far  we  can  do  with  our  own  resources  to  de- 
pend upon.  Our  chief,  Joshua  Sitwell,  and  my  Indian  elders  are  quite 
hopeful  and  enthusiastic  in  this  new  enterprise.  He  and  his  blind  son-in- 
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law  gave  the  sum  of  $12.50  from  their  poor  earnings.  The  aged  and  the 
widows  were  not  behind  in  giving  their  mite  toward  the  good  work.  Little 
children  in  their  mother’s  arms  or  led  by  their  father’s  hand,  laid  their  25 
or  50  cent  pieces  on  the  table  and  had  their  names  recorded  as  contribu- 
tors. May  their  names  be  written  in  the  book  of  life.  One  had  saved  a 
little  money  to  build  himself  a house  with ; he  said  he  needed  a house  of 
worship  more  than  a dwelling  for  himself,  and  gave  $6,  out  of  $10  he  had 
saved.  It  was  amusing  to  see  the  Indian  women  unroll  their  handkerchiefs, 
in  one  corner  of  which  was  securely  tied  the  earnings  from  selling  berries 
or  from  the  sale  of  socks  knit  by  themselves,  and  pay  into  the  Lord’s  trea- 
sury. Many  words  fitly  spoken  by  them,  and  many  a noble  sacrifice  made, 
has  started  a tear  of  gratitude  in  my  eyes,  and  I thank  God,  that  He  has 
permitted  me  to  see  such  a devotion  among  these  converts,  to  whom  the 
light  and  privileges  of  the  Gospel  of  grace  have  so  lately  come.  The  com- 
municants in  our  church  now  number  two  hundred.  We  have  three  Indian 
elders,  and  one  white ; an  old  employee  of  the  government  among  them. 
I have  married  nearly  all  those  on  the  Reservation  who  live  with  wives, 
and  in  consequence  of  attending  and  practicing  to  godliness  in  their  fami- 
lies, there  is  a perceptible  increase  in  the  population  of  the  tribe,  and  sick- 
ness and  death  rate  have  decreased.  It  is  a fact,  that  there  is  no  occasion 
to  punish  any  one  for  drinking  liquor,  for  it  is  never 'seen  on  the  Reserva- 
tian,  nor  is  any  one  now  addicted  to  the  use  of  whiskey,  a vice  heretofore 
so  common  among  these  Indians.  We  shall  always  pray  God  to  bless  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions.  James  Lewis,  my  interpreter,  sends  many 
thanks  to  you  for  your  assistance.  The  two  last  quarters’  salary  due  him 
on  the  1st  of  Sept.,  ’78,  you  may  send  at  your  convenience.  As  Lewis  re- 
quired money  from  time  to  time  for  support  of  his  family,  I advanced  him 
amounts  to  the  extent  of  his  two  last  quarters’  salary.  I should  have  men- 
tioned above  that  I have  one  young  Indian  in  my  church,  a former  pupil 
of  mine  in  the  school,  who  very  much  desires  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  his 
people  in  their  native  tongue.  I advised  him  to  begin  by  memorizing  the 
Assembly’s  smaller  catechism,  to  try  if  he  has  sufficient  continuity,  as  well 
as  to  teach  him  the  most  simple  and  yet  comprehensive  system  of  doctrines 
of  our  church  and  holy  religion. 

Though  not  connected  with  the  Board,  as  I have  been,  by  aid  received, 
yet  the  tie  of  common  interest  in  the  welfare  and  . prosperity  of  our  beloved 
Zion  can  never  be  severed  between  the  grateful  recipients  and  the  generous 
and  efficient  agents  of  the  church. 

I remain  gratefully  your  humble  co-laborer  with  Christ  in  the  church.

WOMAN’S  WORK. 

Clinton,  Kansas. 

The  box  and  barrels  came  to  hand  in  good  order ; also  jive  dollars. 
They  were  gratefully  and  joyfully  received.  That  we  have  such  friends, 
is,  indeed  a great  encouragement  to  labor  on,  in  our  difficult  field.  It  is 
also  a means  by  which  we  are  enabled  to  remain  in  the  field.  Our  meagre 
salary  alone,  would  be  inadequate  to  our  support.  I assure  you  we  are 
grateful  for  such  beneficence.  And  then,  the  articles  were  so  suitable  to 
our  wants.  On  opening  the  packages,  how  often  was  the  exclamation, 
“just  the  thing  we  most  needed.”  I know  you  will  be  pleased  to  hear  of 
the  delight  you  have  produced  in  our  household.  The  kindness  of  those 
unknown  ones,  is  sunshine  in  a wintry  day.  Being  aware  of  the  fact,  that 
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your  own  Church  expenses  are  to  be  met,  makes  your  liberality  more 
manifest  to  us.  I am  glad  we  belong  to  such  a Church,  whose  “ liberality  ” 
can  extend  so  much  beyond  themselves.  No  tie  between  us,  but,  “ the  like 
precious  faith  is  it  not  the  true  exemplification  of  its  power  ? May  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church  reward  the  generous  donors. 

We  have  somewhat  a peculiar  field.  We  have  the  various  forms  of 
Infidelity  to  meet ; but  more  especially  the  form  of  Spiritualism  and  of 
Materialism.  The  former  appears  to  be  in  some  manner  giving  way,  but 
the  latter  is  coming  up  in  all  its  force.  A great  work  has  apparently  been 
done  here,  in  the  cause  of  Temperance.  One  year  ago  in  this  vicinity, 
many  were  in  the  habit  of  indulging  in  intoxicants,  now  not  one  that  I 
know  of.  This  has  been  brought  about,  chiefly  by  an  open  Temperance 
Society,  with  the  Murphy  pledge.  But  I close. 

Present  our  thanks  to  the  ladies  of  the  3d  Presbyterian  Church,  also  to 
your  kind  Pastor.

My  quarterly  report  has  been  due  some  time,  but  owing  to  a great 
amount  of  work  I have  deferred  it,  and  also  thinking  that  you  would  not 
be  able  to  pay  very  promptly.  I wanted  further  to  write  after  our 
quarterly  communion,  that  I might  embrace  its  results.  Six  joined  last 
Sunday,  two  on  profession  of  faith  and  four  by  letter. 

We  took  up  a collection  of  twenty-one  dollars,  which  will  doubtless  be 
largely  sent  to  your  Board  in  connection  with  more  from  the  ladies’ 
society.  Everything  concerning  the  church  moves  on  favorably.  It  is 
steadily  growing  with  the  town.  Have  very  interesting  prayer  meetings, 
and  a regular  attendance,  and  lively  interest  in  Sabbath-school.  Of  late, 
two  men  who  have  died  of  consumption  have  given  evidence  of  peace  with 
God  in  their  last  days,  and  through  “ even  me.” 

The  church  is  giving  more  than  last  year,  but  suffers  from  poor  crops, 
so  it  will  not  be  able  to  do  what  many  are  doing,  releasing  the  Board.  I 
am  trying  to  get  them  up  to  giving  more,  and  some  spirits  that  are  in  the 
lead  are  agitating  self-support. 

Presbytery  met  here  this  fall,  and  enjoyed  a very  pleasant  and  profita- 
ble session.  We  entertained  about  thirty  in  our  own  society,  and  in  a 
town  that  seemed  “ too  small,”  but  many  larger  could  not  have  done 
as  well. 

I was  installed  pastor  of  this  church  at  that  meeting.  The  ladies’  so- 
ciety in  connection  with  this  church  are  quite  active.  Mrs.  Finks  called 
together  the  ladies  of  the  church,  in  this  presbytery  at  the  meeting  of 
Presbytery,  and  a. state  organization  was  effected.

The  two  dollars  of  which  you  inquire  is  all  right,  or  will  be  when  it  is 
let  out  of  the  “ safe  ” (where  money  the  more  usually  is  the  most  unsafe), 
and  sent  forth  where  it  can  do  the  most  for  the  good  cause  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. For  such  a purpose  I gave  it  to  Hr.  Hickson,  and  thought  it  would 
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be  a greater  joy  for  me  to  think  of  them  to  carry  it,  than  in  my  pocket  as 
I had  for  thirteen  years,  as  a sad  memorial  of  the  death  of  my  first-born 
and  only  son.  My  dear  son  fell  in  the  service  of  his  country,  and  I know 
that  the  two  dollars  cannot  be  appropriated  more  in  accordance  with  his 
approval  were  he  living  than  for  the  noble  work  of  Home  Missions — a 
work  placing  those  faithful  sentinels  of  every  good  influence,  as  are  those 
noble  men  who,  as  missionaries,  are  taking  their  stand  for  Christ  and  His 
kingdom  upon  the  very  outposts  of  the  “ great  West.”  The  little  written 
memorial  of  the  bill  was  written  by  me  to  go  with  it,  so  that  in  case  any 
accident  should  occur  to  me  while  the  bill  was  in  my  pocket,  or  be  lost, 
it  might  be  known  to  whom  it  belonged.  I heard  Dr.  Dickson  tell  the 
story  of  the  mother  who  gave  up  the  memorial  of  her  great  loss,  and  I 
thought  within  myself,  why  should  I not  send  forth  the  one  I was  keeping 
as  a precious  memorial  of  my  loss,  and  yet  as  a kind  of  talent  in  a napkin. 
We  have  enough  in  the  way  of  memorials  of  our  dear  boy — he  was  but  a 
boy,  though  of  manly  size  (six  feet) — without  keeping  the  money  found  in 
his  pocket.  We  have,  as  found  also  in  his  pocket,  the  grape-shot  that 
struck  him,  and  by  which  he  lost  his  life.  We  never  saw  him  alive  after 
his  fall  in  battle  ; but  he  has  left  a good  record,  as  made  known  to  us  by 
one  of  those  noble  “women  of  the  war,”  Miss  Maria  G.  Hall,  who  was 
with  him  when  he  died,  and  bears  witness  of  his  readiness  for  the  last 
change,  and  telling  her  to  tell  his  father  when  he  came  for  his  body,  “that 
he  died  in  a noble  cause.”  These  words  are  now  to  be  read  beneath  the 
“ Old  Flag”  engraven  upon  his  tombstone  in  the  cemetery  at  Schenectady, 
N.  Y.  He  made  a noble  record  in  the  army,  going  up  from  the  ranks  to 
that  of  brevet-captain,  and  a staff-officer  when  he  fell,  in  the  last  minute, 
in  the  last  battle,  before  the  fall  of  Richmond.  But  I am  writing  I am 
afraid  to  tax  your  patience.  I have  a daughter  who  is  the  wife  of  one  of 
your  missionaries,  the  Rev.  C.  Otis  Thatcher,  of  Owatonna,  Minn.,  and  is 
at  this  present  time  having  an  interesting  revival  season  in  his  church.

ANNOUNCEMENT  TO  STUDENTS  AND  CHURCHES. 

At  its  annual  meeting  March  10th,  the  Board  of  Education  voted  to 
pay  the  candidates  under  its  care  the  third  appropriation.  To  do  this  it 
incurs  the  risk  of  a heavy  debt.  What  the  next  three  weeks  may  bring 
in  it  is  impossible  to  say.  To  cancel  the  existing  debt  and  pay  off  the  ap- 
propriations there  will  be  needed  at  least  $20,000.  Large  numbers  of  our 
regular  contributors  have  as  yet  sent  in  nothing.  We  are  waiting  patient- 
ly for  their  donations.  In  consequence  of  their  delays  the  distress  of  the 
students  and  their  professors  has  been  great — and  their  anxiety  still 
greater.  The  question  which  many  are  debating,  as  we  are  informed,  is 
whether  to  stop  short  in  their  studies  and  go  home,  or  incur  a debt  which 
they  see  no  present  means  of  paying.  Some  have  gone  already.  In  view 
of  these  facts  a professor  writes — “ I feel  disposed  often  to  say  to  those  in- 
cessant snarlers  at  the  Board  of  Education  as  Sir  Isaac  Newton  is  reported 
to  have  said  to  that  famous  little  dog  Diamond,  famous  for  the  destruction 
he  caused.  “‘You  little  know  what  evil  you  have  done.’”  Looking  at  the 
matter  from  our  point  of  view,  as  appointed  to  aid  in  furnishing  the  men 
who  are  to  be  sent  out  by  our  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  and  to  supply 
the  pulpits  of  the  churches  erected  by  the  assistance  of  the  Church,  we  can 
not  but  consider  the  failure  to  fill  the  Treasury  of  the  Board  of  Education 
as  a mistake  of  the  church  on  a most  fundamental  point,  which  is  destined 
to  tell  disastrously  on  her  best  interests,  and  will  be  sorely  regretted  at 
some  future  day.  Taken  as  a whole,  the  students  in  training  for  our  min- 
istry are  an  able  band — full  of  promise,  and  ready  for  whatever  work  the 
church  has  for  them  to  do.  Out  of  a class  of  twenty-nine  to  graduate  this 
spring,  from  one  of  our  seminaries,  we  are  informed  that  twenty-one  have 
offered  themselves  to  the  Home  and  Foreign  Boards.  Nearly  all  who  do 
not  go  to  foreign  fields,  go  beyond  the  Mississippi.  They  expect  to  form  a 
Presbytery  in  Arizona,  and  one  in  Alaska.  They  are  among  the  best 
men  in  the  class.  “ Are  there  too  many  ministers  ?”  is  the  question  asked  in 
conclusion.  Similar  statements  come  to  us  from  other  sources,  and  to  our 
minds  it  is  a simple  marvel  to  contemplate  the  apparent  apathy  of  the 
churches  on  a point  so  vital  to  their  maintenance.  “ It  seems  to  me,” 
writes  a brother  minister,  “ the  work  of  your  Board  lies  very  near  the  core 
of  our  prosperity  as  a.  church — nearer  than  that  of  any  missionary  Board  ; 
you  must  have  your  preachers  before  you  can  send  them  out.  Your  work 
is  susceptible  of  more  push  and  vigorous  vindication  and  presentation  at 
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the  hands  of  our  pastors  and  before  the  Christian  judgment  than  we  offer. 
At  this  point  I want  to  remedy  my  defects  and  amend  my  ways.”  0 si  sic 
omnia.

VISIT  TO  LINCOLN  UNIVERSITY. 

Among  the  visits  made  by  the  Secretary  to  our  Literary  and  Theological 
Institutions,  a very  pleasant  and  profitable  one  was  that  recently  made  to 
Lincoln  University.  The  whole  day  was  kindly  given  up  to  his  benefit 
by  the  Professors,  and  he  tried  to  improve  it  as  best  he  could.  In  the 
morning  he  addressed  the  entire  body  of  the  students  on  the  claims  of  the 
ministry  as  a sphere  of  labor  affording  the  largest  opportunity  for  useful- 
ness to  such  as  had  the  heart  and  the  ability  for  it.  In  the  afternoon  he 
held  a special  meeting  of  those  who  had  devoted  themselves  to  the  sacred 
office,  or  were  contemplating  their  duty  in  relation  to  it.  Forty-four  were 
present — not  all,  however,  of  this  class  belonging  to  the  Institution — sev- 
eral happening  to  be  away  from  the  place.  The  subjects  discussed  were, 
the  nature  of  a call  to  the  ministry — the  qualifications  requisite  for  the 
service — the  considerations  which  should  determine  in  seeking  their  fields 
of  labor — and  the  ripening  harvests  spreading  before  them,  both  at  the 
South  and  in  Africa.  The  evening  was  devoted  to  a free  conference,  during 
which  opportunity  was  given  for  questions  in  reference  to  any  of  the  topics 
which  had  been  presented  during  the  day — and  also  for  responses  to  the 
appeals  which  had  been  made.  Here  the  students  showed  themselves  in  a 
manner  most  encouraging.  Questions,  remarks  and  prayers,  all  indicated 
earnest  thoughtfulness  and  excellent  culture,  which  did  great  credit  to  the 
Institution.  The  impression  made  by  all  that  was  seen  and  heard  was  that 
Lincoln  University  has  been,  and  still  is  contributing  as  much  for  the  ef- 
fective solution  of  the  Negro  problem  in  this  country  as  any  institution  we 
know.  Since  its  organization  full  one  half  of  its  graduates  have  come 
from  the  South,  and  of  these,  six  out  of  seven  have  returned  to  labor  at  the 
South  among  the  freedmen.  And  of  the  other  half  coming  from  the  North 
four  out  of  five  have  gone  in  the  same  direction.  This  fact  effectually  re- 
futes the  objection  often  made  that  Lincoln  University  does  not  operate 
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for  the  work  most  needful  to  be  done.  Certainly  the  sentiments  of  the 
students,  as  expressed  in  their  remarks  and  prayers  all  set  strongly  south- 
ward, and  in  this  direction  also  does  the  influence  of  the  Faculty  clearly 
bend.  The  efficiency  of  the  institution  in  behalf  of  the  Freedmen  there- 
fore should  not  be  distrusted.  Its  heart  and  face  front  south,  and  for  this 
reason  it  deserves  to  be  strongly  supported. 

At  present  its  needs  are  great.  This  fact  should  be  broadly  known. 
The  noble  band  of  brethren,  here  at  work  on  small  salaries,  poorly  paid, 
and  at  great  sacrifices  to  themselves,  last  year  assumed  the  responsibility 
of  paying  8475  towards  making  up  the  deficit  of  the  Board  towards  their 
students,  in  order  to  avoid  the  injurious  breach  which  would  be  otherwise 
made  in  their  course  of  study.  And  this  was  done  when  their  salaries 
were  in  arrears  between  three  and  four  thousand  dollars.  Men  that  will 
thus  stand  in  the  gap  at  such  a cost — out  of  love  to  their  cause,  or  from 
simple  conviction  of  duty — are  rare  men,  and  men  to  be  sustained.  The 
church  can  not  afford  to  let  them  break  down  under  their  burdens,  or  lose 
the  results  of  their  labors.  And  when  we  look  at  the  edifice  they  have 
helped  to  construct,  and  the  thoroughness  of  the  work  done,  we  can  not 
help  but  feel  that  the  church  is  incurring  a debt  of  gratitude  and  cordial 
support  to  them  which  it  had  better  hasten  to  pay.  Presbyterians  have 
an  investment  in  Lincoln  University,  both  in  the  money  laid  out  and  in 
the  gains  made,  as  well  as  in  the  possibilities  of  greater  good  in  the  future, 
which  they  cannot  afford  to  lose.  Whatever  may  be  the  case  with  our 
white  population,  certainly  none  will  affirm  that  we  have  “ too  many  min- 
isters” for  the  freedmen.  In  this  field  all  can  be  employed  that  can  be 
got,  and  hundreds  more.  And  if  there  are  liberal  persons  or  churches 
who  are  withholding  funds  for  the  Board  on  the  ground  that  our  white 
churches  are  more  than  supplied,  let  them  send  their  contributions  specially 
directed  for  the  use  of  our  colored  brethren,  and  they  shall  be  so  appro- 
priated. And  this  is  a matter  which  requires  haste.  Let  there  be  no  de- 
lay. Issues  are  pending  which  must  be  settled  in  three  or  four  weeks, 
whose  decision  will  seriously  affect  the  interests  of  our  students  in  this 
institution.

The  books  particularly 
asked  for  are  the  following.  Henry’s  Commentary  ; Barnes’  do ; Bur- 
kitt’s  Notes  on  the  New  Testament ; Bible  Dictionaries  ; Concordances, 
Reference  Bibles,  English  Dictionaries,  Path  of  Peace,  Farrar’s  Life  of 
Christ,  What  is  Calvinism  ? Bible  and  Theological  Dictionaries.  Besides 
these  any  books  that  will  serve  to  fit  and  enlarge  the  mind  for  Christ’s  ser- 
vice. Such  books  are  to  be  found  lying  idle  in  hundreds  of  libraries.  If 
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any  person  wishing  to  put  them  to  use  will  send  such  as  they  have  to  this 
office,  or  inform  us  at  the  office  of  the  fact  that  they  are  to  be  had  they 
shall  be  sent  for  and  forwarded  where  they  will  do  the  most  good.  Much 
good  has  already  been  done  in  this  way.

CHINESE  MISSION  WORK  IN  NEW  YORK. 

At  the  request  of  the  Presbytery  of  New  York,  the . Board  has 
consented  to  take  the  charge  of  a school  for  the  Chinese  in  this  city, 
and  of  evangelizing  efforts  among  them.  These  have  been  conducted  for 
some  time  by  a lady  who  is  a member  of  one  of  our  churches,  and  sup- 
ported heretofore  by  the  generous  gifts  of  the  same  church,  and  by  mem- 
bers of  other  churches  of  our  body.  Good  has  been  done  by  this  means, 
in  various  ways ; but  in  the  change  of  circumstances  it  was  deemed  im- 
portant to  have  the  work  placed  on  a more  permanent  footing.  The  Board 
takes  this  charge  provisionally,  hoping  that  the  plans  of  the  work  can  be 
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enlarged,  and  aid  received  from  the  Missions  of  the  Board  in  Canton  or 
San  Francisco  towards  increasing  its  usefulness. 

The  charge  of  these  labors,  was  not  sought  by  the  Board,  but  it  could 
not  be  refused — being  in  the  line  of  the  old  and  well-tried  theory  of  the 
Church  for  both  Chinese  and  Indian  work.  It  will  involve  an  outlay  of 
about  $1,100  a year,  as  at  present  conducted,  for  salary,  rent  of  school-rooms, 
fuel  and  light.  A part  of  this  expense  is  liberally  offered  by  some  of  the 
supporters  of  the  mission  thus  far.  Others  are  now  invited  to  share  in  its 
support.  It  is  touching  to  see  the  grateful  interest  among  these  strangers, 
awakened  by  this  school  and  the  visits.  Among  no  other  heathens  is  the 
trait  of  gratitude,  for  favors  shown  to  them,  more  marked  than  among  the 
Chinese.  There  are  several  hundreds  of  this  people,  from  the  province  of 
Canton,  now  in  this  city  and  vicinity.  We  hope  that  many  prayers  will 
be  offered  for  the  success  of  this  work. 


INDIAN  BOARDING  SCHOOLS. 

We  have  received  a letter  from  a gentleman  who  is  influentially  con- 
nected with  the  Government  Indian  service,  in  which  he  advocates  board- 
ing school  education  as  the  only  kind  that  is  likely  to  be  useful.  His  ob- 
servation of  day  schools  in  several  tribes  leads  him  to  regard  them  with 
little  favor,  and  he  refers  particularly  to  one  tribe.  Concerning  it  we 
learn  from  the  last  Report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  that  it  is 
a tribe  of  1100  souls;  of  school  age  200;  average  attendance  in  two  day 
schools  76;  amount  expended  for  education  during  the  year,  $2,253.  Re- 
sults, so  our  correspondent  says,  very  unsatisfactory — the  schools  almost 
useless.  This  he  regrets  the  more,  because  a mission  boarding  school  for- 
merly conducted  for  this  tribe  was  of  great  service.  He  recommends  two 
boarding  schools,  to  include  the  children  of  suitable  age. 

We  value  highly  the  boarding  school  plan,  for  its  domestic,  social,  and 
religious  influences,  but  we  stand  in  doubt  as  to  its  being  the  only  method 
of  educating* Indian  children.  The  great  expense  is  one  thing  to  be  con- 
sidered ; to  educate  in  this  way  the  200  children  of  school  age  in  the  tribe 
referred  to  would  cost  at  least  $30,000  a year,  merely  for  current  expenses, 
to  say  nothing  of  buildings,  &c.,  such  as  would  be  required.  For  the 
50,000  Indian  children  of  school  age  in  all  the  tribes,  the  .expense  would 
be  very  great.  Even  if  funds  were  available,  it  would  be  difficult,  if  not 
impracticable,  to  conduct  such  schools  satisfactorily  on  so  large  a scale ; 
while  a large  number  of  the  children  would  receive  little  benefit  from 
them.  We  should  be  sorry  to  see  the  government  adopt  this  plan  of  edu- 
cation as  the  only  one,  or  indeed  as  one  for  chief  use, 

We  have  faith  in  good  common  schools.  If  Indian  schools  of  this  class 
have  proved  unsuccessful,  as  is  certainly  true  in  too  many  cases,  the  expla- 
nation is  found  largely  in  the  teachers  not  knowing  the  vernacular.  . The 
instruction  is  in  English,  as  it  ought  to  be,  but  our  language  cannot  be 
successfully  taught,  nor  can  much  knowledge  be  imparted,  when  the 
scholars  do  not  know  English  nor  the  teacher  Indian.  Fancy  an  attempt 
to  teach  our  children  in  common  schools  by  teachers  knowing  only  French 
or  German ! 

Let  boarding  schools  be  conducted  on  the  eclectic  idea,  not  for  all  and 
any  kind  of  children,  which  is  impracticable,  but  for  a small  and  selected 
class.  Take  only  children  or  youth  of  good  minds,  and  let  their  training 
have  special  reference  to  their  future  occupation  as  teachers.  They  would  of 
course  speak  their  own  language,  with  suitable  instruction  they  would  learn 
to  speak  English,  they  would  come  under  the  influence  of  good  habits,  civil- 
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ized  ways,  and  we  trust  religious  life  and  principle.  And  so  iu  a few  years  a 
class  of  Indian  teachers  could  be  employed  with  the  best  hope  of  success. 

The  principles  underlying  this  suggestion  are  of  universal  application. 
All  efforts  to  enlighten  an  ignorant  people  must  be  made  chiefly  in  their 
own  language.  We  fear  that  too  much  reliance  is  placed  on  English,  only 
or  mainly  English,  even  in  missionary  plans.  Moreover,  the  masses  are 
to  be  enlightened  by  the  few,  speaking  in  their  own  tongue  the  wonderful 
works  of  God.  On  missionary  ground,  at  any  rate,  whatever  may  be  ex- 
pedient in  education  supported  by  the  Government,  we  must  regard  schools 
of  every  kind  mainly  as  evangelizing  agencies,  and  grade  their  useful- 
ness especially  by  their  influence  in  preparing  teachers  and  preachers  of 
the  gospel. 


CHINESE  MISSION  WORK  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Loomis,  D.  D.,  returned  to  this  field  of  labor  in  Novem- 
ber, after  about  a yeas’s  absence  on  account  of  the  ill  health  of  Mrs.  Loo- 
mis. Dr.  J.  G.  Kerr,  who  had  been  in  charge  of  the  work  in  the  mean 
time,  returned  to  his  post  at  Canton  in  December.  This  report  refers  to 
some  changes  in  the  arrangements  of  the  Mission  Chapel  and  school  meet- 
ings, and  also  to  the  work  in  San  Jose,  which  is  connected  with -the  San 
Francisco  station.  It  expresses  also  strongly  the  importance  of  visits  to 
the  Chinese  at  other  places  in  the  interior. 

We  quote  here  the  concluding  part  of  Dr.  Loomis’  report.  After  refer- 
ring to  the  Chinese  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  whose  relation  to 
the  Mission  Chapel  had  been  disturbed,  resulting  in  division  and  the  open- 
ing of  a separate  room  for  school  and  prayer  meeting  purposes,  but  now 
reunited  and  apparently  going  on  well,  he  then  adds,  under  date  of  Janu- 
ary 10,  1879 : 

“ The  religious  meetings  of  the  young  men  in  their  own  rooms  are  fully 
attended,  are  solemn,  and  must  result  in  great  good. 

We  find  indeed  very  great  comfort  in  all  our  meetings.  We  enter  no 
place  of  worship  anywhere  in  which  the  worshippers  appear  to  be  more 
edified,  or  to  take  a deeper  personal  interest  in  devotions  than  in  our  Cha- 
pel on  the  corner  of  Stockton  and  Sacramento  streets. 

Many  thousands  have  here  learned  to  worship  God — God  has  here  re- 
ceived for  many  years  the  sacrifices  which  he  does  not  despise — thousands 
will  be  followed  through  life  with  the  influences  and  impressions  here  im- 
parted to  them — they  will  also  communicate  those  impressions  to  others, 
and  will  disseminate  these  influences  amongst  the  people  of  densely  popu- 
lated China,  as  year  by  year,  and  month  by  month  they  return  to  mingle 
again  with  friends  and  neighbors. 

This  school  and  chapel  is  also  accomplishing  a great  good  which  did 
not  enter  into  the  plan  oi;  hopes  of  those  who  have  contributed  for  its  sup- 
port. The  chapel  is  situated  in  a neighborhood  frequented  by  people  of 
every  nationality,  who  never  enter  any  other  place  of  religious  worship.  Men 
and  boys  (and  women  often)  enter  every  evening ; and  on  Saobath  day 
and  evening  so  many  come  in  that  the  seats  and  aisles  are  crowded.  It 
is  a motley  crowd  that  thus  assembles,  and  they  sometimes  occasion  no  lit- 
tle annoyance,  by  coming  in  and  going  out,  but  many  who  come  to  sneer 
remain  to  wonder,  and  we  trust,  to  worship  also.  It  cannot  be  otherwise 
than  that  they  should  be  seriously  impressed  with  these  large  congrega- 
tions of  devout  worshippers — once  idolators.  When  the  singing  is  in 
English,  the  hymn  being  printed  in  large  letters,  and  in  view  of  all,  those 
rough  men  must  receive  impressions  for  good,  and  it  is  not  uncommon  to 
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see  those  unkempt,  hard  visaged  men  turning  aside,  and  wiping  away  the 
tears  that  come  unbidden. 

Let  all  good  people  be  praying  that  the  seed  sown  here  in  these  various 
ways  may  spring  up  and  bear  abundant  fruit  to  the  glory  of  God.  What 
we  most  need  and  sincerely  desire  is  the  descent  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to 
revive  God’s  people,  awaken  and  convince  sinners,  and  add  to  the  church 
multitudes  of  such  as  should  be  saved.  Thankful  for  all  mercies — sensible 
of  innumerable  deficiencies  and  faults,  and  praying  for  grace  sufficient  for 
all  that  is  to  be  done  or  endured  in  the  future — all  this  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.

CHINESE  MISSION  WORK  IN  OAKLAND,  CAL. 

The  Rev.  I.  M.  Condit,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  work  in  Oakland,  sends 
the  following  report  for  the  year  1878.  The  work  in  Sacramento  is  connect- 
ed with  the  Oakland  station,  and  is  therefore  referred  to  in  this  report. 

Missionaries — Rev.  I.  M.  Condit,  Mrs.  M.  D.  Condft.  Teachers,  Miss  Lil- 
lie Alger,  Miss  Fannie  Alger.

Johns. 

The  mission  year  which  closes  with  February  has  been  the  first  full  year 
of  labor  in  this  field.  We  arrived  in  Oakland,  Aug.  23d,  1877.  My  health 
was  then  feeble.  But  as  it  gradually  improved,  I went  to  work  to  secure 
mission  premises.  By  February  of  last  year  we  had  a neat,  comfortable 
house  completed  and  dedicated.  So  during  the  last  year  all  branches  of 
the  work  have  been  vigorously  carried  on. 

MISSION  CHURCH. 

The  Chinese  Presbyterian  Church  of  Oakland  was  organized  July  7th, 
1878,  by  a Committee  of  Presbytery,  consisting  of  Rev.  Dr.  Eells,  W.  H. 
Dean,  and  R.  L.  Tabor,  with  sixteen  members.  There  have  since  been 
added  eleven  on  profession  of  faith  and  seven  by  letter,  making  the  num- 
ber thirty-four  in  all.^  Of  these  one  has  died  in  peace,  and  one  has  been 
dismissed  to  another  church.  So  we  have  now  thirty-two  communicants. 
Our  earnest  helper,  Shing  Chack,  has  been  elected  and  ordained  as  elder. 

RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 

We  have  four  weekly  services  in  the  Chinese  language,  besides  a month- 
ly meeting  of  the  Christian  brothers  for  conference  and  prayer.  They 
consist  of  the  two  usual  Sabbath  services,  and  one  on  Wednesday  and  Sat- 
urday evenings.  The  Christian  Association  also  hold  devotional  services 
on  Saturday  and  Sabbath  evenings.  On  Wednesday  evening  we  close  the 
school  earlier  than  usual,  and  devote  the  time  to  prayer,  singing,  and  ex- 
plaining of  Scripture  in  Chinese.  For  this  service  all  remain,  and  thus 
tlft  gospel  is  impressed  on  all  who  come  to  our  school. 

EVENING  SCHOOL. 

This  is  held  every  night  of  the  week,  excepting  Saturday,  from  7 to  91 
o’clock.  The  average  attendance  has  been  about  60.  The  teachers  are 
the  missionaries  and  the  two  Miss  Algers.  Many  interested  friends  also 
come  in  to  lend  a helping  hand.  The  importance  of  this  work  is  great,  as 
the  link  between  Chines  e-heathen,  and  Chinese-  Christian. 

A SABBATH-SCHOOL 

is  held  every  Sunday  at  5 o’clock,  in  Dr.  Eells’  church.  As  it  has  been 
in  operation  for  a long  time,  we  have  not  opened  a separate  one  in  the 
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mission-house,  but  work  in  connection  with  this  one.  It  is  under  the  effi- 
cient superintendency  of  Mr.  Hyde,  the  warm  friend  of  the  Chinese,  and 
earnest  laborer  for  their  welfare.  The  school  is  large  and  flourishing  ; 30 
or  40  devoted  teachers  are  at  their  post,  and  about  80  scholars  are  in  at- 
tendance. One  interesting  feature  of  the  school  is  that  about  half  the 
scholars  are  students  of  the  Bible,  and  can  read  it  with  some  good  degree 
of  intelligence. 

JUTE  MILL  SERVICE. 

At  the  Jute  factory  in  Oakland,  more  than  800  Chinese  are  employed. 
A preaching  service  is  held  in  the  open  air,  in  front  of  the  boarding-house 
every  Sunday  afternoon.  Benches  are  brought  out  for  some  to  sit  on, 
while  others  line  the  balcony  above,  and  stand  round  at  the  doors  and 
windows  to  hear  the  words  of  truth.  The  singing  is  led  by  Mr.  P.  D. 
Brown  and  Mrs.  Hyde,  aided  by  some  of  our  Chinese  Christians,  who  ge- 
nerally attend.  Good  seed  is  here  sown  frotn  which  we  look  for  fruit. 

NATIVE  HELPER. 

Shing  Chack  has  been  engaged  in  faithful  work  during  the  year.  He 
not  only  assists  at  the  services  in  the  mission,  and  at  the  Jute  Mill,  and 
conducts  daily  devotions,  with  explanation  of  Scriptures,  with  the  Chinese 
in  the  Mission-House,  but  daily  visits  the  Chinese  wherever  he  can  find 
them,  scattered  over  various  parts  of  the  city  and  surrounding  country. 
For  want  of  support  we  are  very  sorry  to  be  compelled  to  dispense  with 
his  services. 

OUTSIDE  WORK. 

Mrs.  Condit  has  visited  among  the  Chinese  women  as  she  has  been  able 
to  find  them  in  the  Chinese  camp,  and  other  parts  of  the  city.  She  has 
also  regularly  gone  every  week  to  San  Francisco,  and  labored  among  the 
Chinese  women  there.  Her  habit  has  been  to  visit  houses  occupied  by 
women,  and  gathering  as  many  as  she  could  into  one  room,  hold  a service 
with  them.  Thus,  during  the  day,  quite  a number  of  such  services  are 
held.  Mrs.  Condit  has  also  taught  in  one  of  the  heathen  schools  for  an 
hour  or  so  each  week,  and  thus  used  their  own  schools  as  a means  of  giving 
the  children  gospel  truths.  I have  also  once  a week  given  religious  in- 
struction in  the  school  opened  on  Clay  Street  by  the  Women’s  Society. 

SACRAMENTO  STATION. 

The  work  in  Sacramento  was  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Oakland 
Mission  at  the  first  of  the  year.  But  in  April,  Rev.  H.  V.  Noyes  of  Can- 
ton, China,  went  there  and  had  charge  of  the  work  until  his  return  to 
Canton  in  November.  Under  Mr.  Noyes  the  work  was  carried  on  efficiently 
and  successfully.  On  a recent  visit  to  Sacramento,  I found  the  work  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  When  Mr.  Noyes  left,  the  school  was  placed  in  care 
of  a good  Christian  lady — Mrs.  Johns — who,  with  her  two  daughters,  is 
doing  good  service.  From  forty  to  fifty  scholars  are  in  the  school.  Rev. 
Mr.  Rice  takes  much  interest  in  the  work,  and  aids  it  in  many  ways.  Be- 
sides English  teaching,  the  Bible  is  taught  in  Chinese  every  night  by  the 
native  helper,  to  a large  class.  Weekly  religious  services,  including  street 
preaching,  are  also  held.  There  are  now  twenty-one  Chinese  Christians 
connected  with  Mr.  Rice’s  church.  Of  these  eight  have  been  added  during 
last  year. 

PECUNIARY  HELP. 

We  desire  to  thankfully  acknowledge  material  aid  from  many  friends  of 
the  cause.  Dr.  Eel  Is’  church  has  supported  the  teachers  in  our  evening

school,  amounting  to  over  $200.  Dr.  Eells  himself  gave  $100  towards 
furnishing  the  chapel.  The  Sunday-school  of  the  Presbyterian  church  in 
Decatur,  111.,  has  done  the  noble  work  of  supporting  Shing  Chack  for  one 
year,  $300.  Rev.  A.  T.  Robertson,  by  lectures  in  the  east  on  the  Chinese, 
has  raised  $111.40  for  our  work,  of  which  amount  $13.50,  as  the  result  of 
his  lecture,  came  from  Rev.  J.  H.  Blackford,  Glasgow,  O.  We  have  also 
received  from  Painesville  Seminary,  O.,  $18.65 ; Mrs.  Barnhill,  $5 ; Mr. 
Hyde,  by  collection  at  Chinese  S.  S.  Anniversary,  $27 ; collection  at  dedi- 
cation, $18.85;  Rev.  Dr.  McClure,  $10;  G.  S.  Hawley,  $5;  Cleveland 
Mission  School,  $6.66  ; June  Rose  Buds,  Washington,  Pa.,  $42.82;  Rev.

SABBATH-SCHOOL  WORK. 

A missionary  of  the  Board  in  Minnesota,  who  has  organized  several 
living  Sabbath-schools  upon  his  field,  gives  us,  in  the  following  extract 
from  his  letter,  his  experience  in  the  organization  of  one  of  them. 

“ The  last  school  I organized  is  about  five  miles  from  this  place.  I had 
been  through  the  settlement,  and  found  the  people  anxious  for  the  organi- 
zation of  a school.  When  I reached  the  school-house  at  the  time  appointed 
for  the  organization,  I found  about  twenty  children  and  young  people,  but 
no  one  to  act  as  Superintendent.  After  waiting  a short  time  I opened  the 
New  Testament,  read  the  lesson  for  the  Sabbath,  and  talked  about  the 
birth  of  the  Saviour.  Soon  an  ox-team  arrived  with  three  little  children, 
and  driven  by  a woman  with  a babe  in  her  arms.  She  came  nearly  two 
miles.  Her  husband  was  unable  to  be  present  that  day ; but  he  would, 
she  said,  attend  on  alternate  Sabbaths.  I found  she  was  willing  to  do 
‘ what  she  could/  so  the  school  was  organized  with  her  husband  as  supe- 
rintendent. On  a subsequent  visit  I found  over  twenty  children  present, 
who  were  divided  into  three  classes ; the  superintendent  taking  one,  his 
wife  one,  and  another  mother  the  third.  As  they  were  unable  to  buy  books 
or  papers,  I donated  to  them  the  New  Testaments  you  sent  me.  T.  D.” 

Is  not  this  missionary  work  of  the  Board  worthy  of  a liberal  support  ? 
As  this  school  deserves  to  live,  and  will  live,  it  has  been  gratuitously  supplied, 
by  the  Board,  with  Lesson  Leaves,  Visitors,  and  whatever  else  it  needed. 

There  is  another  school  district  on  this  missionary’s  field  where  people 
and  children  are  anxious  for  a school,  and  where  one  might  be  immediately 
organized;  but  there  is  but  one  professor  of  religion  in  the  whole  district. 
The  missionary  also  speaks  of  an  entire  township  on  his  field  in  which  there 
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is  but  one  professed  Protestant  disciple  of  Christ ! Such  are  the  waste 
places  this  Board  is  trying  to  cultivate.  Shall  it  not  be  liberally  aided? 

WESTMINSTER  QUESTION  BOOK. 

This  book  has  been  prepared  with  very  great  care,  with  the  earnest  de- 
sire to  meet  the  wants  of  our  Sabbath-school  workers  and  scholars.  It  has 
met  with  a very  favorable  reception,  and  has  been  pronounced  by  com- 
petent judges  the  most  complete  hand-book  for  Sabbath-school  purposes 
that  is  now  published.  It  gives,  for  the  small  sum  of  fifteen  cents,  the 
lessons  for  the  entire  year,  helps  for  study,  including  a condensed,  yet  full 
and  critical  exposition  of  the  lesson  text,  maps,  illustrations,  lesson-plans, 
selections  for  home  readings,  chronological  tables,  etc.,  all  in  the  compass 
of  192  closely-compacted  pages.  There  is  also  a brief  yet  suggestive 
analysis  and  exposition  of  the  Shorter  Catechism — the  questions  being 
taken  up  in  order,  one  at  least,  with  each  Bible  lesson.  This  a feature 
which  should  commend  it  to  all  our  Presbyterian  schools,  in  which  the 
distinctive  doctrines  of  our  church  should  be  clearly  inculcated. 


SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA. 

Our  excellent  missionary  in  Southern  California  continues  to  do  a good 
work.  The  following  sentences  are  taken  from  his  last  report : 

I have  confined  my  labors,  since  I last  wrote,  to  those  parts  of  Los  Ange- 
les Presbytery  included  within  the  counties  of  Los  Angeles  and  San  Bernar- 
dino, in  regions  not  visited  by  me  heretofore.  The  region  around  Newport 
has  proved  to  be  an  interesting  and  profitable  field  of  labor — a region  new- 
ly settled  by  a goodly  number  of  Presbyterians  and  Methodists,  among 
whom  some  Mormons  and  infidels  have  mingled  themselves.  When  I 
went  there,  the  infidels  were  very  bold  and  eager  for  controversy,  and  confi- 
dent of  victory.  But  being  acquainted  with  the  weak  points  of  the  enemy’s 
fortress,  and  familiar  with  their  worn-out  arguments,  I had  little  difficulty 
in  refuting  them,  and  showing  that  the  worst  calamity  that  could  befall 
the  world  would  be  the  destruction  of  Christianity.  One  sceptic  with 
whom  I conversed  came  the  next  Sunday  to  hear  me  preach  on  the  “ Bene- 
fits of  Christianity  to  the  world,”  as  well  as  to  individuals,  in  which  I tried 
to  convince  my  hearers  that  the  man  who  tries  to  take  away  the  Bible  is 
the  worst  enemy  of  the  human  race.  This  man  listened  with  great  attention. 
When  I met  him  again  he  told  me  that  he  had  renounced  his  scepticism, 
and  had  resolved  to  lead  a new  life ; that  if  religion  was  true  it  was  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  him.  He  bought  of  me  several  religious  books,  and 
wanted  a Bible,  which  I promised  to  send  him  as  soon  as  I returned  home, 
1 pressed  on  him  the  importance  of  personal  religion.  I also  called  the 
attention  of  our  brethren  in  that  locality  to  him  and  asked  them  to  re- 
member him  in  their  prayers. 

In  my  journies  I have  distributed  tracts  in  almost  every  family,  and 
held  religious  conversations  in  hundreds  of  households,  and  preached  al- 
most every  Sabbath  in  remote  settlements.  Everywhere,  I have  been  well 
received.  It  has  been  a pleasure  to  see  the  eagerness  with  which  the  tracts 
have  been  received  and  read.  Tracts  are  something  new  in  this  part  of  the 
world,  where  no  tract  distributor  has  ever  been.  They  are  not  thrown 
aside  and  neglected,  as  they  often  are  in  the  Eastern  States,  but  received 
and  read,  as  though  they  had  never  seen  a tract  before.  Tracts  take 
the  place  of  the  living  preacher  and  carry  the  word  of  salvation  to  hun- 
dred, who  else  would  know  nothing  about  it.1a  W.  C.  M. 
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MISSIONARY  WORK  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 
WHAT  CAN  BE  DONE  FOR  THE  DESTITUTE?

In  almost  every  county  of  the  State  of  Missouri  there  are  hundreds,  if 
not  thousands  of  persons,  who  have  no  church  ties,  and  rarely,  if  ever,  hear 
a sermon.  Of  the  counties  lying  west  and  southwest  of  St.  Louis  fully  one- 
third  of  their  population  is  under  no  Christian  influence. 

It  is  not  because  the  people  are  hostile  or  indifferent,  but  they  are  far  re- 
moved from  villages  and  churches.  But  in  the  meantime  other  influences 
fatal  to  progress  and  morality  are  sleeplessly  at  work.  Intemperance  and 
vice  of  every  name  finds  every  day  a sowing  time,  and  a mighty  harvest  of 
evil  and  misery  is  reaped. 

No  one  with  a Christian  heart  can  look  over  these  regions  of  ignorance 
and  sin,  without  asking,  can  nothing  be  done  ? Is  there  no  bread  to  spare 
to  these  perishing  ? Are  all  the  appliances  of  Christian  charity  so  weak 
that  they  fail  to  reach  and  benefit  these  thousands  ? 

The  Board  of  Publication,  in  its  missionary  work,  is  sending  labo- 
rers as  far  as  its  means  will  permit,  through  all  these  regions.  In  its 
Western  department,  covering  an  area  of  one  million  square  miles,  it  has 
in  the  past  five  years  distributed  nearly  150,000  volumes  of  good  books  : 
scattered  six  million  pages  of  tracts ; visited  more  than  one  hundred 
thousand  families ; aided  nearly  four  thousand  Sabbath-schools,  and  orga- 
nized one  hundred  and  fifty  new  ones.  Certainly  this  is  fertilizing  the 
desert,  by  turning  into  it  the  little  streams  of  the  water  of  life. 

By  just  such  means  were  the  churches  of  Illinois  gathered  and  nourished 
thirty  and  forty  years  ago. 

Thousands  of  churches  in  that  magnificent  State  could  be  named,  which 
were  planted  in  the  early  settlements  by  the  work  of  colporteurs.  Christian 
families  were  found,  neighbors  were  brought  together,  Sabbath-schools  were 
started,  a minister  was  sent  for  to  visit  them  and  gather  them  into  a church. 
Many  of  the  churches  which  are  nowT  the  lights  of  the  land,  and  the  centres 
of  all  good  influences,  would  never  have  existed  without  such  visits  and 
work. 

Our  State  is  to-day  very  much  in  the  condition  that  Illinois  and  Iowa 
were  thirty  years  ago.  The  harvest  is  ripe  ; we  have  only  to  thrust  in  the 
sickle  and  reap. 

Recently  a missionary  visited  a county  town  in  this  State,  and  found  no 
church  building  nor  Sabbath-school.  He  went  from  house  to  house,  sold 
and  gave  away  a large  number  of  Christian  books.  After  the  labor  of  a 
few  days,  there  was  manifested  a fresh  desire  for  Bibles,  and  many  copies 
were  sold.  A Sabbath-school  was  organized.  The  foremost  men  and  first 
women  of  the  place  became  its  teachers.  In  a short  time  a clergyman  of 
a neighboring  county  was  sent  for  to  come  and  preach  for  some  days.  He 
came  ; a revival  followed,  and  a church  was  organized  of  seventeen  mem- 
bers. 

In  every  neighborhood  there  are  some  hungering  souls.  We  can  most 
certainly  and  effectually  minister  to  them  through  the  agency  referred  to. 

The  power  of  the  Board  for  doing  good  is  only  limited  by  want  of  means. 
To  us  as  patriots  and  Christians,  these  millions  of  foreigners,  strangers, 
exiles  from  better  homes,  poor,  toiling  women  and  benighted  children,  ap- 
peal and  cry,  “ Come  and  help  us.”  Let  us  attend  to  their  appeal,  deny 
ourselves,  and  try  to  rescue  those  ready  to  perish. — St.  Louis  Evangelist.

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Some  weeks  ago  an  effort  was  made  by  some  one  without  a name  to  im- 
press the  public  with  the  belief,  that  the  Board  of  the  Church  Erection 
had  “ jockeyed”  a poor  little  Church  in  Nebraska,  out  of  a part  of  the 
money  promised  them  thereby  leaving  the  Church  in  a distracted  and  em- 
barrassed condition,  etc.,  etc. 

The  following  letter  previously  received  from  the  Church  to  which 
allusion  was  made,  shows  the  unfairness  of  this  anonymous  article. 
“Allow  me  on  behalf  of  the  session — the  Trustees  and  Congregation  of 

the  Presbyterian  Church  at  C to  tender  through  you  to  the  Board  our 

most  sincere  and  grateful  thanks  for  their  generous  aid  in  the  erection  of  our 
neat  and  comfortable  house  of  worship.”  And  in  another  letter  from  the 
same,  “We  beg  to  thank  you  personally  for  your  kindness  in  attending  so 
courteously  and  promptly  to  the  matter  we  had  in  hand.  We  have  now  a 
neat  and  comfortable  house  of  worship  free  of  debt , and  everything  promises 
a bright  future  for  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  this  small  but  growing  city.” 

Another  Church,  that  did  not  get  all  they  asked  (because  the  Board 
had  it  not  to  give),  say,  “We  feel  indignant  at  the  article  published  which 
does  the  Board  great  injustice.  As  for  us,  we  would  of  course  have  been 
glad  to  get  the  $600  asked  for,  but  under  the  circumstances,  ‘we  find  no 
fault  with  the  Board — we  had  only  to  work  a little  harder  and  wait  a little 
longer  to  be  able  to  finish,  but  I am  happy  now  to  say,  that  the  house  is 
done — painted  inside  and  out — with  seats,  pulpit,  lamps,  stoves,  and  all 
paid  for.  The  Lord  has  already  given  us  many  precious  souls,  within  its 
walls.  And  now  we  expect  to  dedicate  it  to  God — finished  and  furnished 
and  free  of  debt.  Personally  I thank  you  for  your  kindness  and  candor. 
If  we  have  any  other  business  of  this  kind  to  transact,  I hope  it  may  be 
as  satisfactory  as  this  has  been.” 

As  our  receipts  are  utterly  inadequate  to  meet  in  full  the  applications 
we  receive  for  aid,  we  have  either  to  decline  some  altogether  or  offer  less 
than  is  asked  for.  When  obliged  to  adopt  the  latter  course,  we  asked  the 
applicants  if  they  could  not  in  some  way  reduce  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
building,  by  omiting  a belfry,  a bell,  a vestibule  or  something  else  not 
absolutely  necessary,  (however  desirable)  thereby  reducing  the  expense 
by  one  or  perhaps  two  hundred  dollars  and  thus  enabling  them  to  complete 
their  audience  room  with  one  or  two  hundred  dollars  less  from  the  Board  ; 
if  so,  the  Board  would  gladly  give  them  all  that  their  funds  would  allow. 
In  many  cases  of  this  kind  our  suggestions  have  been  kindly  received  and 
followed — the  buildings  completed  so  far  as  to  be  comfortable  for  worship 
and  free  of  incumbrance — the  conveniences  or  embellishments  proposed 
in  the  original  designs  being  reserved  for  “ a more  convenient  season  ” — 
whilst  others  have  preferred  to  “go  on  unto  perfection,”  thereby  incurring  a 
debt  that  has  shut  them  out  from  the  benefit  of  the  Board’s  promised  help. 
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This  month  will  close  our  accounts  for  the  year.  We  hope  before  our 
books  are  closed  we  may  hear  from  many  Churches  that  have  not  as  yet 
sent  any  contributions.  We  have  just  rescued  two  churches  from  falling 
into  the  hands  of  the  Sheriff,  to  the  great  joy  of  the  poor  flocks.  We 
should  like  to  be  able  to  relieve  others,  in  the  same  condition.  Who  will 
give  us  the  means  of  enabling  some  of  those  self-denying  men  and  women 
in  Utah,  who  in  the  face  of  Mormon  persecution  hold  on  to  their  work, 
though  turned  out  of  the  only  places  where  they  could  collect  the  people  to 
hear  the  gospel,  the  rent  of  which  they  had  been  paying  out  of  their  limited 
salaries  ? Send  us  an  expression  of  your  sympathy  in  the  form  of  a check.

OUR  FOREIGN  MISSIONARIES  DESERVE  THE  CHURCH’S 

CARE. 

Here  is  a letter  from  the  wife  of  one  of  them,  who  has  come  back  from 
the  Foreign  field. 

“ Dear  Sir  : — Your  very  kind  letter  has  just  been  received,  and  I hasten 
to  reply ; and  will  endeavor  to  be  as  explicit  and  brief  as  possible.  My 
husband  is  now  in  his  41st  year,  and  has  been  in  the  ministry  eighteen 
years.  He  has  two  children,  a son  eight  years  old  and  a daughter  six 
years  old.  He  went  to  China  as  a Missionary  directly  after  he  graduated 
at  the  Princeton  Theological  Seminary.  He  returned  to  America  once  be- 
fore on  account  of  his  health,  but  as  soon  as  he  felt  able  returned  to  Shang- 
hai, China,  where  under  the  pressure  of  overwork — preaching,  teaching, 
writing,  and  translating  into  Chinese — he  was  completely  broken  down  with 
sickness,  which  affected  his  brain,  and  prostrated  his  mind  and  body.  He 
was  obliged  to  return  to  America  last  October,  and  since  that  time  has  been 

under  medical  treatment  in  the Asylum  for  the  Insane,  where  he 

now  is.  His  expenses  there  have,  thus  far,  been  paid  from  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  our  household  effects  in  Shanghai.  But  his  improvement  has 
not  been  so  great  as  we  hoped.  I am  so  situated,  with  the  care  of  my 
children,  that  I have  not  been  able  to  secure  a situation  to  defray  my 
own  expenses,  as  I have  desired  to  do.  My  husband  is  unable  to  provide 
either  for  his  own  maintenance  or  that  of  his  family.  As  our  little  fund  is 
getting  exhausted,  I have  been  led  to  lay  our  case  before  the  Board  of  Re- 
lief, hoping  that  it  may  only  be  necessary  to  have  assistance  for  a little 
time  until  he  can  be  restored  to  active  work  again — though  now  all  seems  so 
dark. 

“ My  parents  have  died  since  I have  been  in  China,  and  I have  returned 
to  America  homeless , and  I am  not  strong  in  health.  My  future  seems  very 
dark,  as  we  have  never  been  able  to  lay  up  anything  from  our  salary  as 
missionaries. 

“ I respectfully  solicit  your  consideration  of  my  case,  and  should  be  very 
thankful  if  it  is  in  your  power  to  render  me  any  assistance.” 

Let  our  Christian  people  act  the  part  of  the  good  Samaritan,  and  supply 
the  funds  necessary  to  meet  this  minister’s  expenses  at  the  Insane  Asylum, 
and  to  help  his  family  in  their  destitution.  If  the  Ladies’  Association  of 
any  one  of  our  churches  is  inclined  to  prepare  a suitable  box  of  clothing  for 
this  family,  further  information  can  be  obtained  by  communicating  with 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  this  Board.  This  devoted  Mis- 
sionary has  given  himself  wholly  for  eighteen  years  to  the  work  of  repre- 
senting the  Church  in  the  great  harvest  field  ; and  now  that  he  can  do  so  no 
more,  let  the  words  of  our  blessed  Lord  be  well  considered,  “ The  laborer 
is  w7orthy  of  his  hire.”

Maysyille,  S.  C. — Sumter  County  Mission.  “Our  prayer-meetings 
have  been  formed  through  the  several  congregations  like  the  camp  fires  of 
an  army.  Every  week  there  are  four  in  the  bounds  of  Congruity  church. 
These  are  held  in  different  parts  of  the  wilderness — as  you  know  the  church 
itself  is  located  in  the  midst  of  an  extended  forest  of  pine.  In  Good  Will 
there  are  six,  on  as  many  plantations ; and  at  Malina,  two ; these  are  held 
in  the  houses  of  different  elders  of  the  church.  I have  excellent  reports 
from  all  these  meetings.  They  maintain  good  order — keep  good  hours,  are 
well  attended,  and  oftentimes  the  Holy  Spirit  visits  them  with  its  convinc- 
ing and  converting  power.  Several  of  our  converts  dated  their  convictions 
to  these  prayer-meetings.” 

Winnsboro,  S.  C. — Fairfield  Normal  Institute. — “ You  would  have 
heard  from  us  long  ago,  had  not  the  necessities  of  our  boys  been  somewhat 
relieved.  A small  quantity  of  clothes  was  sent  from  our  own  friends  in 
Honesdale — enough  to  give  one  or  two  garments  all  around,  where  most 
needed,  among  the  boys,  without  which  they  must  have  suffered  greatly 
during  the  cold  weather.  One  little  boy,  the  brightest  and  the  raggedest 
of  the  whole,  had  a nice  fitting  new  suit  throughout,  and  on  Sabbath  took 
his  place  among  his  fellows,  with  conscious  dignity,  and  showed  his  grati- 
tude by  repeating  perfectly  an  extra  amount  of  Catechism.  ...  We 
would  like  to  have  our  boys  clothed  decently  to  attend  church  in  the  vil- 
lage when  we  have  no  service  at  home,  and  whenever  you  can  help  us  to  a 
box  it  will  be  most  thankfully  received.  We  are  constantly  regretting 
that  you  cannot  see  our  school  as  it  is  now  with  260  scholars.  ...  As 
many  of  the  young  men  as  could  obtain  rooms  in  the  village  have  done  so, 
as  for  the  rest,  more  than  twenty  manage  to  exist  in  the  barn.”
